HERE were many Stories ſcattered A- 
broad at that Time, of ſeveral Prophecies 
andPredictions concerning the Duke's untime- 
iy and violent Death. Amongſt the reſt there 
was one, which wss upon a better Foundation 
of Credit, than uſ..ally ſuch Difcourſes are 
founded upon. There: was an Officer in the 
King's Wardrobe in Windſor-Caſtle, of a good 
Reputation for Honeſty and Diſc etion, and 
then about the Age of Fifty Years or more: 
This Man had in his Youth been Bred in # 
Schoo!, in a Pariſh where Sr. George Vidiers the 
Father of the Duke liv'd ; and bad been much 
Cheriſhed and Obliged in that Scaſon- of his 
Age by the ſaid Sr. George whom afterwards 
he never ſaw. About Six Months before the 
Miſerable End of the Duke of Bucikiaghem, a- 
bout Midnight, this Man being in his Bed at 
. Windſor: 
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Windſor where his Office was, an1 in” very 
| good Health,chere appeared to him 0 the lite 

of his Bed, a Min of a Venerable AſpeRt. who 
drew the Curtains of his Bed, and fixiny bis 
Eyes upon him, ask'd h'm, if he knew him, 
The 1.oor Man, half dead with F-ar ind An. 
prehenſion, being a sk'd rhe fecond time, whe- 
ther he rememher'd him 2 4nd having in hat 
time ex!led to his Memory the Pr-ſ-ne: of fir 
George Villiers, ani the very Cloaths he uſed 
to wear in which art thar time he ſe-m-:d ro be 
babited. he anſ  er'd him, th14t he choughe him 
to be that Perſon. Hereply'd, he was in the 
Right, tht he was the ſame, and that he e2:- 
peRed a Service from him + w.ic+ wig, that 
he ſhould go from him to his *on the Dukes of 
Buckingham, and tcll him, if he did not ſone- 
what to ingratiate himſelt to the People, or, ac 
leaſt to abate the Extream Millice they had a 
gainſt him, he would be uffer'd to live but as 
ſhort Time'. After this Diſcourſe he difsp. 
- pear'd ; and the poor man, if he had been at 
all waking, (1-pr well till morning, when h+ be- 
lieved all this to be 2 dream, = conſidcr'd it 
no otherwiſe. | 


The next night, or ſhortly after, the ſame 
Perſon appear'd t > him,again in th- ſ:me Place, 
ahd abour th: ſam Tim- of the N ght, with 
an Aſpe& a little more ſevere than before, and 
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as&d him, whether he had done as herequir.d 


Him? And perceiving he had not, gave him 


very ſevere Reprehenſions ; and toid him, he 
expelFed mo;e Complyance from him ; and that if 
be did not p- his Commands, he ſhoul4 enjoy 
wo Peace of Mind, but ſhould be always purſued 
by him: Upon which he promiſe to obey him. 
Bye the next Morning wak ng out of a good 
Sleep, though he was exccedingly Perpliexed 
with the Lively Repreſentation of all parci- 
culars to his Memory, he was willing ſtill to 
perfwad*- h'inſelf that he hd only Dreamed : 
And cor.fider'd that he was a Perſon at ſuch a 
Diſtance from the Duke, that he knew not how 
to find any Admiſſion to his Preſence 3 mu-h 
Jeſs had any hope to be bcliev'd in what hs 
ſhould fay. $3o with great Truuble and urqui 
etneſs, he ſpent ſome Time in thinking wh t 
He ſhould do; and in the End reſolving to do 
nothing in the Matter. WE: | 


The ſame Perſon appear'd to him the Third 
Time with a Terrible Countenance and bitterly 
reproaching him with not performing what he 
had promis'd to do. The Poor Man took Cou- 
rage to tell him; Thet in Truth he had defer'd 


ie Execution of his Commands upon conſidering 


how Difficult a Thing it would be for bim to get 
eny acceſs to the Duke, having Acquaintance with 
mo Perſon about him';, and if he could attain Ad. 
y dine SY 2 Þ wilſon 
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wilſion to hime, he ſhould never be able to perſwads 
bime, that he was ſent in ſuch *« manner: But be 
ſhould at beſt be thought t0'be mad, 'or (*t on and 
employ'd by his own or the Miiice of other M-n 0 
«buſes the Duke, and ſo he fhou'd ſure tobe nndon.” 
ThePerſon reply'd 's hebad done befor-, that bb 
ſhould never find Rift, 'till he ſho'v1d perform what 
he requir'd axd therefore he were better to dr{patch 
' it. That the Acceſs ts his Son was known to be 
very t«ſy; and that few Men waited long for him; 
and for the gaining him Credit, he would tel hins 
Two or Three Particulars, which he charged him 
never 40 mention to any Perſon living, but to the 
Di;ke bt »ſelf, and he ſhould no ſooner bear thew 
bat he would b:licve all the Reft he ſhould ſay, and 
fo repeating his Threats, he left hind: 


In the morning the poor man more co:-firm'd 
by the laſt Apy;carance, made hls Journey to 
London, where the Court chen''was. . He way 
very well known to.Sr. Ralph Freeman, ane 
the Maſters of Requeſts, who tad married 8 lady 
that was nearly a lyed to the Duke, and 'was 
timſelf well receiv'd by him. To him thisman 
went, and, though he did not acquaint him with 
all Particulars, he ſaid enough to him to tt 
him know there was ſomething extraordingsy 
in it, and the knowledge he had of the Sobn 
and Diſcretion of the man made the more Wiri- 

preſſion in him. He defir'd that by his "aye 
es -. { ; ; i . he 
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he might be brought to theDnke to fuch: Place 
and n ſuch a8 marincr, as ſhou'd be thouzhe _ 
fit, affirming, thit he 12d much ro ſhy to him, 
and of ſuch a nacure as woul4 r-quire much pri 
vacy, and ſom: time aid Pactienc* in th hear- 
ing. Sr Ralph promis'. he w--nld fi-ft ſperk with 
the Duke of hin and then he ſh» 1d underſtand 
bis Pleaſurc: an accor-'in ly in th-fi-!t0. por 
tunity he did inform him of the RK putation 2nd 
Honeſty of the man, and ch n who he defir'd, 
and of all h knew of th+ marc=r. The Duke ac - 
cording to his .anted O :enn-(s an i Condeſcen 
tion told bin *Th:t he w-3 the nex' diy Exrly 
to hant vith the K-ngr char bis Horſes ſhould 
attend Him at Lambeth Bridge where bh: worr'd 
Land by five of the Cl:,ck in che Morning, and 
if the man attenced him there at th-t Hour, he 
. *would walk and (peak with h m as long ag 
thould be necefl ry. Sr. Ralph carried the man 
with bim the next Morning, and preſent2d him 
to the Duke at hi; Laning who recciv'd him 
courtiouſly ; and walk d alt e inconference n-ar 
an Hog: , none bat his own Servan s bcing that 
-Nour in that Place 2nd they and Sr Ralph at 
at ſuch a Diſtance that they could not he.r a 
-word, tho' the Duke at ſome eim*s fpoke, and 
with great Emotion ; which Sr Ralph che more 
.eafily obſerved-ani perceived beeruſe he kept 
his eyes allways fix'd upon the Duke having 
procured the Conference, upon ee * he 
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' knew there was Extraordinary: And the man 
toid Him in his return over the water "that 
when he mcntion'd *thoſe Particulars, whieh 


were to gain him Credit the'Su bſtance where. 


of the ſaid he durſt not impute to him, the 
Duke's Cotoor chinged and he ſwore he could 
come to that knowledge only by the Devil * 
For that thoſe 'Particulars were known only 
to himſelf and to one Perfon more, who, the 


was ſure would never ſpeak of it. 


The Duke purſued his purpoſe of k:nting, 
bue was obſerv'd to look +11 th: morning with 
great penfiveneſs, and in deep thoughts, with

A 
Countenance that was never before obſerved 
in him; in any Converſation with her, to- 
wards whom he had a profound Reverence, and 
the Counteſs her'cif( for though ſhe was marri- 
ed to a private Gunileman Sr. Thomas Comp- 


ton, ſhe bad been cr:ated Counteſs of Bucking- * 


ham, ſhortly after her Son Firſt aſſumed that

the Loſs of ſuch a Son.
